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Help Found for Those in Need: 
Crisis Centers Available

A few months ago, | wrote an article 
about a young man with a drinking 
problem who was in need of help but 
couldn’t find any (March 7, 1990; Vol. 3, 
No. 18). After numerous phone calls 
and a lot of help from Romulus Mayor 
Beverly McAnally’s office, | finally ob- 
tained a list of some of the places that 
are available to those who need help 
in acrisis situation. 

After talking to many of these so- 
called “crisis centers,’ | discovered that 
such centers are not necessarily places 
for what you or | would call a crisis. 

If, for example, you have been drink- 
ing, and you suddenly decide to seek 
help for your problem right away, that 
does not automatically qualify you to 
be admitted into a center. The same is 
true for drug-related “emergencies.” 
_ Instead, the best'time to apply for ad- 
mittance to a center is after you have 
quit using drugs and/or alcohol for a 
few days, and you “have your wits 
about you.” 

Why is this so? Well, people who 
decide that they need help while they 
are intoxicated often change their mind 
when they become sober. A good ex- 
ample of this can be found in the young 
man whom | wrote about in my previous 
article. 

When that young man came to me 
for help one evening (after normal busi- 
ness hours, when many centers were 
closed), he was in an intoxicated state. 
| was unable to get him admitted for 
treatment anywhere that night, so | set 
up an appointment for him at the Sal- 
vation Army at a later date. | guess he 
must have changed his mind about get- 
ting treatment, because he never kept 
his appointment. A few days later, he 
began drinking again, and ended up 
getting involved in some trouble and 
going to jail. Although he has been re- 
leased from jail since then, he is still 
drinking, to the best of my knowledge. 

Until this young man decides, while 
he is sober, that he needs help, his life 
will continue to be a mess. 

If you would like more information 
on how to get help, or if you think that 
you (or someone you know) needs help, 
and you (or that other person) can stay 
straight for a day or two, here is a list 
of places that you can contact for 
assistance.

You hear the word mentioned nu- 
merous times in churches: “Love your 
brother and your neighbor.” 

Boys tell girls and girls tell boys, “I 
love you.” A child tells its parents, “I 
love you.” And a parent tells its child, 
“1 love you.” 

Actually, you will most likely find 
the parents telling more of the truth 
when they tell their children that they 
love them — even though, at various 
times in their lives, most children would 
disagree with that, only to find out in 
* later years that it really was true. No 
matter what Mom and Dad did, they 
really loved their children. 

Children, and | don’t necessarily 
mean just young children, quite often 
tell their parents that they love them. 
And in the their own minds, | guess, 
they really think that they do. 

But is love just a word? Some would 
think so. Simply say, “I love you,” and 
everything is all right. There are some 
parents who would agree with that, out- 
wardly, because they really want to 
believe that their children love them. 

Children do love their parents, ina 
selfish sort of way, because they are 
around — because their parents can 
do things for them. Children can cry 
on their parents’ shoulders and get the 
comfort that they are looking for. Chil- 
dren can need financial support and, 
usually, if they have it, their parents will 
come through in the pinch. Children 
can be in need of moral support, and 
their parents are sure to give it without

Do you REALLY love your parents? 

Mother's Day just recently passed 
and, as most Mother's Days go, millions 
of flowers were bought and given to 
Mom, along with cards. The same thing 
will happen on Father’s Day. (Dads will 
get more cards than flowers, since giv- 
ing flowers to men doesn’t seem to be 
the thing to do... although Dads like 
flowers, too.) 

Now, ask yourself, how many times 
during the rest of the year do you give 
your mother or father a card or abunch 
of flowers? On their birthday? Christ- 
mas? Usually on every one of those 
days that | just mentioned, a card al- 
ways says, “I love you.” 

Cards and flowers are not really that 
important to most parents, | think. In- 
stead, what is most important is that 
you do things all year long to show 
them that you love them. Remember 
what said earlier about when you need 
financial aid? If a parent has the money, 
you get it. On the other hand, if a parent 
needs financial aid, do you give it if you 
have it? Too many times, the answer 
is a resounding “NO” — especially if 
the parents are elderly. “The old folks 
are going to die off soon; I'll never get 
my money back.” 

How many times have you repaid 
your parents all the money they have 
given you? Did they ever really ask for 
all of it back? Probably not. But when 
parents are very old and need help, it 
is oh-so-much easier to put them into 
a nursing home than to give them the 
comfort and assurance that they gave 
you when you needed it. 

Mothers are usually in a more 
strained position than fathers because 
most mothers can’t see any wrong that 
their children do, and, if they do see it, 
they like to ignore it and make believe 
that it didn’t really happen. That’s a 
mother. But what does she get in return 
from you? 

Fathers are usually a lot more firm 
than mothers, and children get by with 
less because of him. That is why fathers 
usually are not as well “loved” as 
mothers. 

Say to your mother or father, ‘I love 
you,’ and many melt at the words. But 
do you really love them? 

When was the last time you washed 
a dish because they needed the help? 
When was the last time youcut the grass 
because they needed the help? When 
was the last time you took them to din- 
ner because they needed the company? 
When was the last time you called them 
and said, “I really don’t want anything; 
| just called to say, “I love you’? 

When was the last time you bought 
flowers or a card without it being a spe- 
cial holiday? When was the last time 
you offered to take them or go with 
them to church? 

When was the last time you just 
drove up to the house with the kids, 
and said that you just came for a visit 
because you missed them?

When was the last time you washed 
your own clothes for school because 
your mother was not feeling well?

School Board 
Meeting

It was announced during the May 
14, 1990 meeting of the Romulus Board 
of Education that Romulus will be an 
“out-of-formula” school district, effec- 
tive July 1 of this year. In making the an- 
nouncement, Romulus Schools Super- 
intendent, Dr. William Bedell, stated, 
“We are on our way to becoming a well- 
funded school district.’ However, both 
he and Assistant Superintendent for 
Operations and Finance, Joel Carr, em- 
phasize the “‘on our way” portion of the 
statement. It will take time, they cau- 
tioned, before the out-of- formula sys- 
tem will run smoothly. 

Briefly, an out-of-formula school 
district is one which receives enough 
revenue through school taxes that it 
no longer needs to rely on State aid. 
Such aschool can, therefore, go beyond 
the State’s monetary limit imposed on 
schools receiving such aid. 

During a period of public communi- 
cation, Ms. Chris Powers, teacher and 
President of the Romulus Education As- 
sociation, spoke to the Summer Youth 
Program (SYP), a topical subject which 
was tabled at the previous meeting. She 
wondered how the SYP could be re- 
turned to the Board’s attention, as the 
Board hires the Program’s supervisors, 
and the time-frame for action is limited. 

In the ensuing discussion, Ms. 
Powers was told by Board President, 
Kenneth Berlinn, that a tabled item re- 
mains so until a board member resur- 
rects it. Dr. Bedell then reiterated his 
position onthe SYP. He stated that the 
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District should not provide school build- 
ings for SYP because of potential ob- 
jections fron nonteaching union mem- 
bers, plus the number of previous com- 
plaints from taxpayers regarding poor 
student workmanship. 

At that point, Ms. Dorothy Murray, 
a Wick Elementary teacher and former 
SYP supervisor, spoke “in defense of 
the student workers.” She referred to 
citations for excellent work, received 
from building principals as well as the 
general public. Also, Ms. Murray point- 
ed out that many of the SYP students 
are special-need students. Therefore, 
she stated, these students depend on 
the Program to meet their basic needs 
and, perhaps, even basic family needs. 

No further action was taken. 

Joel Carr, Assistant Superintendent 
for Operations and Finance, recom- 
mended that the Board continue acon- 
tract with Cadillac Asphalt to pave the 
Transportation and Board Office areas.

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Band News 


Romulus Bands Are “One”derful at 
State Festivals 

Here it is, folks: it happened, has 
not happened before, and may not ever 
happen again. The symphonic bands 
of both Romulus Junior High School 
and Romulus High School received all 
“ (one) ratings at the recent state fes- 
tivals. (Both bands also accomplished 
this feat at the district festivals last 
March.) The Romulus band program, 
which numbers 380 students in the jun- 
ior and senior high schools and over 
600 students systemwide, can be par- 
ticularly proud of this moment. 

Ratings for all Romulus Schools 
bands during the 1990 season were as 
follows (note: Roman numerals follow- 
ing each band represent Judge One, 
Judge Two, Judge Three, Sight Read- 
ing, and Final ratings, respectively): 

District: Junior High Concert Band 


(I, Ul, I, Hl, 1), Senior High Concert Band 
(I, Ul, Hl, 1, I), Senior High Jazz Band (Il, 
Il, Il, not rated, Il), Junior High Sym- 
phonic Band (I, I; 1, |, ), and Senior High 
Symphonic Band (I, |, |, |, 1). 

State: Junior High Symphonic Band 
(I, |, I, |, l) and Senior High Symphonic 
Band (I, I, |, |, 1). 


State festivals were particularly se- 
vere this year, as the judges were given 
instructions to be particularly demand- 
ing. The High School Symphonic Band 
performed at Lansing Everett, along 
with Milford, Okemos, Southfield, Port 
Huron, and Ypsilanti, with Romulus re- 
ceiving the only “I” rating. It was the 
first time ever that a band from Romulus 
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High School received all “I” ratings at 
the State Festival. Individual letter 
grades included 17 “A’s and three 
“B”s, also an all-time record. 

The Junior High Symphonic Band 
performed in Clarkston and was the 
only band to receive all “I” ratings out 
of the 16 schools represented. Individ- 
ual letter grades paralleled the High 
School, with 17 “A’s and three ‘B’’s 
included. For the Junior High Sym- 
phonic Band, this also kept alive an 
11-year streak of “I” ratings at state 
festivals. 

Band directors Richard Kruse and 
Henry James wish to congratulate their 
students on their outstanding work, and 
both wish to thank parents for their ex- 
tra help at the festivals. The standards 
were way up there this year, and there 
were not many happy bus rides home 
from the festival sites. Mr. James treat- 
ed the High School students to a pizza 
party before the ride to Lansing, and 
Mr. Kruse treated the Junior High stu- 
dents to pizza after the Festival at a 
Waterford Pizza Hut.

Are Your Feet 
Out Of Balance?

ist and Surgeon 

As the base for your body, the feet 
are your point of balance. If your feet are 
balanced, you can change your stand- 
ing position easily and move about com- 
fortably and with little effort. 

Imbalance occurs when the parts 
of the foot aren’t positioned to carry 
body weight. When the foot can’t sup- 
port the body properly, stress results. 
Other problems, such as ulcers on the 
ball of the foot, corns, calluses, and 
fallen arches, are often caused by foot 
imbalance. 

One or more factors could be re- 
sponsible for the imbalance. The size 


and shape of a bone in the foot or weak 

ankles and ligaments can cause prob- 

lems. Poor posture, obesity, arthritis, 
improperly fitted shoes, and injuries 
are other causes. Stress on the feet 

Causes stress on the rest of the body 

and eventually results in pain. 

The problem may be corrected with 

a three-part procedure: 

e You'll need a complete foot exam, in- 
cluding x-rays. Anumber of factors — 
body posture, occupation, and medi- 
cal history — will be considered. 

e Once a diagnosis is made, a treat- 
ment plan will be developed. 

e Orthotics may be used as the final 
phase of treatment. These shoe in- 
serts are made specifically to fit your 
foot. Once your orthotics are com: 
plete, they will give you the balanced 
base of support that you can’t get 
from your own feet.
